OLD PIONEER^ IS DEAD 

Robt. McDouKoll Passes Away After Illness 
of Some Time 

Robert McDougall, a pioneer resident 
of Lake County and one of the best 
{known Scotchman of Northern Illinois, 
difd at his home In Millburn at six 
o'clock Monday evening after an illness 
of a number of weeks. Some little 
time ago he Buffered from an stroke of 
paralysis and was confined to his bed 
' for a few weeks but slowly recovered 
until he was able to be up and about 
and. was considered out of all danger. 
However on Friday last while doing 
some light chorea about the barn he had 
a second stroke and survived but three 
days. 

The deceased had been a resident of 
Lake county for the past sixty years 
coming here In the year of 1852. He 
was born at Halifax,^ Nova Scotia, Oct 
22, 1846, and came with his parents to 
America when but six years of age. 
A.t first their home was in Waukegan 
but they later movea to Lake Villa and 
when their farm there was sold moved 
to another at Loon Lake, where they 
resided for about eighteen years and 
later moving to Mtllburn. He Is sur- 
vived by five sisters, the Misses Nellie, 
Marian and Emma McDougall with 
whom he resided. ^ and Mrs, Eugene 
Clark and Mrs. Minnie Lewis and also 
two brothers, J. J. McDougall of Long- 
mont, Colo., and Alexander of Chicago. 

The fcneral services were held at the 
home on Wednesday afternoon at one 
o'clock with interment In the Jones 
cemetery at Loon Lake.

Occasionally Mr. Conrad denies 
the aid sought. 

Hereafter before Mr. Conrad will 
lend support the applicant must secure 
an afiidavit^igned by a taxpayer which 
affirms that the applicant is pepniless; 
without support; and in need of food, 
clothing or fuel. 

The plan. was adopted by Mr. Conrad 
a few months ago and according tore- 
ports it has lessened the number of 
applicants. 

'^The humiliation of asking two men 
for assistance is too much for the per- 
son who really does not need help. 

There are nearly twenty families de- 
pendent upon the county for support 
This number la not regarded as large, 
because there are hundreds of oitlei in 
the United States of an equal slza to 
Waukegan where the county supports 
lOOfaznlUes.

SHERIEF SCENTS MURDER 



Arrests Man Nanmed Otto Olson Who Had 

Been Hansing Around the Ice House 

Most of the Time 



Joe Milechan, a resident of Chicago 
met death ut Long Lake Sunday near 
midnight, when he fell from a run-way 
in the Knickerboclcer ice house, and had 
hishead crushed to apulpon animmerse 
coke of ice— fully thirty feet below the 
staging 

There was no eye witnesses to the 
accident. 

Milechan and a companion were fish- 
mg from a platform at the ice/fionse; 
The platform extended out over the 
lake and was fully thirty feet above the 
surface of the water. After tiiree at^ 
tempts to light his pipe Milechan. de- 
clared his intention of entering the ice 
house where he would be sheltered from 
the wind that was blowing across the 
lake. • 

He was walking on a run-way when 
he missed his footing and was precipit- 
ated through midair to his death. His 
head was crushed to a pulp on a cake 
of ice. ^ 

On hands and knees Milechan's com- 
panion worked hia way along the tram- 
way until he was directly above 
Milechan. Then he retraced his steps 
and went down into the ice houset 
Milechao was cold when his companion 
reached the scene. 

Five other' men, all tramps, who 
sought ?h?U?r in the ice hous^, ha^tear 
ed to the flcenei and assUt^d !ri the 
work of carrying the dead man tt6m 
the bed of ice. 

A hotel keeper at Long Lake was 
summoned. Sheriff Green and two 
deputies left Waukegan at 1 o'clock for 
Long Lake, 

A man named Otto Olson was arrest 
by Sheriff Green and was taken to 
Grayslake where he was thrown into 
the cell at the village bastile. Olson 
had been seen on the tram-way a few 
feet from the scene of the accident 
three minutes before LMllechan's com- 
panion told the sheriff that Milechan 
had beeni*obbed. A gold watch and a 
small sum of money, the companion re- 
ported among the missing articles. 
The watch and money were found at 
the hotel a few hours later. 

Edward Conrad, of the firm of Conrad 
& Hart, conducted the inquest over the 
body. A(sverdict showing that Milechan 
had met death by accident was rettirn- 
ed. 

The dead man's home is 'at 43 Couit 
Street Chicago. He wos 24 years old. 
The remains were ■ forwarded to his 
home for burial. 

Milechan and companion left Chicago 
Saturday morning for Long Lake, where 
they were to spend Labor Day. The 
men were fishing from the platform. 
The accident happened shortly after 
11 o'clock. " , • 

Olsen was released from jail Monday 
afternoon and permitted to return to 
Long Lake, ■-

Adam Bait, a young man thirty-two 
yaara of age an employe at the Getting 
Bros, Ice company at their Channel 
Lake house met with a horrible death 
at that place Friday of last week. 

A train toad of cars had been filled 
with ice and as it was being run from 
the siding, Bait who was riding oh the 
top of one. of the cars, fell from his 
position and landed on the rails in such 
a manner that the wheels of the train 
severed his body In half, just above the 
waist. /' 

As far as is known the victim of the 
accident had no regular home but It U 
supposed that he came from Chicago. 
The accident happening as it did, just 
across the line into Wlaconaln called for 
the services of . the Kenosha county 
coroner who held the inquest Tuesday. 
The remains were shipped to Chicago 
for interment

Broke Jail and Was Captured at Deerfleld 

Where he Went and Tried to Stab a 

Sheriff 



Strapped in a stright-jacket, with 
two deputy wardens constantly on 
guard, Peter Olsen escaped lunatic, 
was placed on board a "Soo" train Sun- 
day night and taken back to the Mich- 
gan State Hospital for the Insane, at 
Newberry, Michigan. 

Olsen, it develops, had taken an. 
oath to murder the judge who passed 
the _Bentence^'Which. sent him to the 
asylum, .When Ols'en left Waukegan 
Sunday.night, he vowed he would yet 
kill the deputy wardens who came 
he^e to Waukegan accompany him on his 
return to the asylum. 

Olsen was arrested by Marshal J. 
W, Snyder, who was nearly stabbed to 
death in making the arrest. Olsen was 
arrested at the Christian Peterson farm, 
Deerfield. 

Tuesdey evening, last Olsen, applied 
for a night's lodging at the Peterson 
farm. His request was granted upon 
condition that he refraim from smoking 
in the barn. 

Wednesday Morning, during the 
breakfast hour, when the telephone bell 
^^Jll§-P^r30_n home rang, Oslen (who 
had asked for and been given his break, 
fast), jumped to his feet and excitely 
shouted. "For G— Jsake don't tell 
them I'm here; they have b§en hunting 
tne for week's— they murdered my wife 
—and now they want to murder me— I 
was arrests bUt escaped by lifting the 
jail upon^my shoulders— I murdered the 
sheriff. I'^For G— sake don't tell them 
I'm here. . 

Mr. ..'Peterson , however, noti- 
fied Marshal Snyder that a supposed 
lunatic ^ad nought refuge in his home. 

When:gnyder reached the Peterson 
home, Olsen, was sharpening a hunting 
knife onjj^ grindstone. Snyder had to 
fight for ms life to arrest Olsen. The 
crazed man drew his Icnife and endeavor- 
ed to sinlf its hungry -.looking blake into 
Snyder's heart. The timely arrival of 
assistance ^saved Snyder from meeting

A Permit Has Been Issued For a New Bank 
at Lake Villa 

A permit was Issued from the auditor 
of public accounts giving permission to 
three Lake County men to open a bank 
at Lake Villa, the first to be opened in 
that village. The capital stock of the 
bank is $25,000. Those applying for 
the permit and the organizers of the 
bank are: C. E. Owens, William Til- 
Ighman, J. U. Kimball. The name of 
the bank Is the Lake Villa Trust and 
Savings Bank. 

Little is known among the local 
bankers of the formation of the new 
trust company at Lake Villa. The 
Loke Villa residents have plans to erect 
a beautiful new bank builrllng at Lake 
Villa within a very short time and to 
start their business as soon as possible. 

The news of the formation on the 
bank was first given to the Waukegan 
bankers by the Gazette upon receipt of 
a telegram from Springfield to the ef- 
fect that the bank had been iussed a 
permit by, State Auditor of Public Af- 
fairs. The bank Is not in any way 
affiliated with the Waukegan banks as 
far as could be learned. 

This is the first bank to be organized 
at Lake Villa although for some time 
the need of a savings house has been 
known. The farmers about Lake Villa 
will be .largely depended upon for the 
success of the new institution.

SepL 4.— A vivid 
lightning display that continued for 
Imore than an hour, and that Boomed 
to rend the heavune. was followed by 
(the worst Blorm ct rain lliat ever 
•dovnatntcd wealern PoniiBylvanla. 
Wstern Ohio and parts of the Pan- 
handle district of Weat Virginia Mon- 
day. For nearly Hve hours the rain 
fell tn torrents. Cloudbursts filled ter- 
*Ulo valleys with raglug rivers that an- 
[nlhllnted crops and carried away 
(bridges and railroad tracks. Llgbt- 
[nlng fltruck In scores of places. Quiet 
Istreuma roao in an hour to become 
grim agents of destruction. Railroad 
tratllc practically stopped and wire 
traffic Is paralyzed throughout moat of 
the region. 

When reports from all points wcro 
couipnrcd. 21 are known to be dead. 
This Hat of fatalities will probably bo 
mufch larger, for In many remote ham- 
lets In the wide area scourged by the 
flood there will he no communication 
for days. Colliers. W. Va.. Is practical- 
ly wiped out. Cherry Valley. W. Va.. 
is In ruins. The towns of Aveiia, Cau- 
onaburg. Washington. Uurgettstown 
and a dozen smaller places In the ex- 
treme weatern end of Pennsylvania 
are Inundated. At Now Philadelphia, 
jsteubenvllle and other Ohio towns, 
[near the Ohio river, the damage 
jwrought was heavy. 
; The Panhandle division of the 
[Pcnnaylvania railroad ceased train op- 
•orations. Fourteen miles of tracic were 
jwaahed away near Colliers.

■ Seven sclentista, who spent the lat- 
ter part of July and tho first week in 
August hero, have Issued a report 
following tho 310 earthquakes which 
have shaken Guadalajara in the past 
threo months that tho town is built 
on tho crater of a slumbering vol- 
cano. 

Increasing temperatures, sulphurous 
fumes escaping from fissures torn In 
the city streets by tho quakea and 
tho bursting out of several hot springs 
led to tho investigation which allowed 
that 300 feet beneath the surface of 
the oirth there la a Bccthlng crater, 
whose last eruption was about 1,000 
years ago. 

The men from the obaervatory can-- 
not state when the eruption will tako 
place, bht they believe it will bo with- 
in a year. Their report urges that 
tho city bo vacated, and they suggest 
a move toJuanacatlan, a town about 
forty miles from hero on tho banks 
of the Santiago river. 

The center of the crater beneath 
this city Is located approximately un- 
der the state palace, which Is In tho 
heart of Guadalajara. 

Government papers have been re- 
moved from the palace to Mexico City 
for safety, and a mass meetrng,wlll 
be held here the first Synday In. Sep- 
tember to decide whether the city 
shall heed the warning and move or 
wait and see what happens.

St Petersburg. — Midsummer In 
HuBsIa has been ushered In by a great 
epidemic of flres on tho steppoa, the 
Hamburger Nachrlchten reporia. 

The Intense dryness of the seaBon 
has spread the fires over a huge area. 
One of iho moat dreadful fires that 
the Russian steppes have ever seen 
raged u low days ago In tho province 
of Turgal on tho other Bide of the 
Ural mountains, and to the northeast 
of the Caspian. On these steppes 
vast seas of grass atretch to the ho- 
rizon, raised only by shrubs of the 
wild cherry and dwarf almond on the 
hillside or. by clumps of wormwood 
when the soil is clayey.

"A noblo- «atthquaket A nob1« 
carthquakol" exclaimed John Mulr, 
when be waa awakened at half-past 
two o'clock of a moonlit morning In 
th« Yoflemlte valley. For years ho 
bad believed that the many great ava- 
lanche taluses leaning agalnet tba 
walla of the valley at Intervals of a 
mile or two, had been caused by an 
earthquake at least three^ centurlea 
before, and here was his chance to 
make some observations. Never be- 
fore had he enjoyed a storm of this 
Bort. but tbo strange, thrilling motion 
could not be mistaken, and so he ran 
out of hla cabin, both glad and fright- 
ened as he made his exclamation. 

"The shocks were bo violent and 
varied, and succeeded on another bo 
closely," he writes In the. Century, 
"that I had to balance myaelC core- 
fully In walking, as If on the dock 
of a ship among wavea, and it seemed 
Imposalble that the high cliffs of the 
valley could escape being shattered. 
In particular I feorcd that the ehcer^ 
fronted Sentinel rock, towering above 
my cabin, would be shaken down, and 
I took shelter back of a large yellow 
pine, hoping that It might protect me 
from at least the smaller outbounding 
boulders." 

The most Impressive part of his de- 
scription Is of the sounds. "It waa a 
calm, moonlight night," he sayB. "and 
no sound was heard for the first min- 
ute or so aave low, muffied, bubbling 
underground rumblings, oud the whis- 
pering and rustling of the agitated 
trees, aa If Natura were holding her 
breath. Then suddenly out of the 
Btrange alienee and strange motion 
there came a tremendous roar. The 
Eogle rock, on the south wall about 
half a mile up the valley, gave way, 
and I saw It falling in thousands of 
the great boulders I bad so long been 
studying, pouring to the valley floor 
In a free curve luminous from fric- 
tion, making a terribly sublime spec- 
tacle— an arc of glowing, passionate 
fire, nfteen hundred feet span, aa true 
In form and aa eerene In beauty as a 
rainbow In the midst of the Btupen- 
doua rock storm. The Bound waa so 
tremendously deep and broad and ear- 
nest that the whole earth, like a liv- 
ing creature, seemed at lost to have 
found voice, and to be calling to her 
Bister planets. In trying to toll some- 
thing of the size of this awful sound. 
It seems to me that If all the thun- 
der of all the Btorms I had ever heard 
were condensed Into one roar, It 
would not equal the rock roar at the 
birth of a mountain talus. Think, 
then, of the roar that arose to heaven 
at tha simultaneous birth of the an- 
cient canyon taluBCB • throughout the 
length and hreadth of the rangel" 

The Indians and many of the white 
men left the valley In terror of this 
earthquake, the final rumbllngB of 
which wera not over for two months, 
but Mulr remained to study Its ef- 
fects. Among other thlnge, he kept 
a bucket of water on his cabin table 
to learn what he could of the move- 
ments.

The/ 
leap nt o stranger llko so many hun- 
gry wotvoB and almost drag him Into 
their Bbops. 

Wo left Constantinople at 5 p. m. on 
Sunday. Tho regular sailing hour Is 
noon, but tho voaaela are compelled to 
start now at an hour which will bring 
them to tho Dardanollos In the early 
morning. They cannot pass at night 
on account of the mlnos. It Is at tho 
ancient gateway of tho Hellespont 
that one lirBt realizes that grim war 
Is not far away from Constantinople. 
Tho forts aro all fully garrisoned ond 
tho quiet dlaclpllne of military rou- 
tlno Ib In evidence. 

A 24-hour run from 'Constantinople 
brings us to Smyrna, the key to Asia 
Minor, tho queen city of Turkey's 
Asiatic poBBOBSionB. situated In a 
place almost Ideally planned for at- 
tack from tho eca. The gulf runs in- 
land 34 miles. It Is boundod by bold 
mountainous headlands. Off its shorea 
llo largo islands, MItylone and Chios, 
behind which an eaemy's fIcetB can 
assemble unseen and make sudden 
descents. 

"There Is no buslnesB at all." said a 
Smyrna merchant. "It Is true that 
Constantinople baa been atlccted, but 
It Is very llttlo. People continue lo 
go there. But hero everything has 
stopped.^ Why, you can buy our best 
rugs at your own price. We can't self 
anythins. Wo give things away. What, 
can we do?" 

"Wo don't hove tho big caravana," 
said a Smyrna man, "and ihero Is. no 
business for them. Tho little cara- 
vans carry neccBsitlca to the places 







\vhlto noracs. Ho la on exile and a 
prlBonor. So they put bla brother In 
bis place, and started a now regime. 

"Now the new sultan la hardly more 
than settled In tho Ylldiz Kiosk when 
Italy declares war at 24 hours' notice 
and put up to tho young govurumont a 
moat momentous" Bituatlpn, The young 
government cannot afford to be beat- 
en. It must fight to the bitter end. 
To bo beotcn means to -bo destroyed. 
Tho people of Turkey would trumplo 
It under foot." 

But of all thla one cannot find a 
Bign In Constantlnoplo— that la. not on 
tho surface. Every Friday, for ex- 
ample, tho EuUan goes to a mosquo to 
worship. Tho braas band from the 
horrdcka near by takca up a position 
luat woBt of tho entrance to tho 
moaque. Across tho street In front of 
the military guardhoueo privileged 
BpeotatorB asaomblo. The olMcor of 
the: guard, cheerful nnd anililng, bua- 
ties about with a cigarottb In his 



up — an ' open carriage, containing a 
somewhat portly, whltd boarded man. 
whose salute to tho lino of officers Ib; 
somothlng of the Blovenlicst He lum- 
bers out and Into the raosquo.-whllo 
the band from the barrackt^ blq\vs as 
hard OB It can and makes a shocking 
series of discords with the Infantry 
band at the head of the aniaU column 
ol foot soldiers following tlio aultdu's 
carriage. 

At tho samo ttmo tho muezzin pops 
out of hia llttlo hole awdy up In the 
rolnarot and intones tho ' customary 
summons to the faithful to go to 
prayer. Tho faithful, however, re- 
main outside, bccauso no ouo Is al- 
lowed to go Into the mosquo while tlio 
sultan Is there. ^ 

The whole ceremony Is carried out 
In a cheerful ond careless way. Thoro 
appears to bo no attempt to nmko any 
epQOlul parade of good humor. The 
thing Just goes off as It might in tho 
piping times of peace.

Australian Brush Turkey Builds Hugo 

Neat, Egga Are Laid and Permlttod 

to HaUh Without tho Aid 

of Female. 

London.— R^cst of ub, probably, are 
undor tho Impression that man invent- 
ed the Incubator. He did nothing of 
the Bort. ' Certain of tho fowla of the 
air forestalled him by a few hundred 
thouaand years or so! 

Botli in the gardens of tho Zoolog- 
ical society and private parka, such as 
that of tho duko of Bedford, ono spe- 
cies of mouud-bulldor, nt present at 
least, has been annually induced, for 
Bcveral years past, to give very sue- 
ceBsful demonstrations of the way In 
which tho propagation of tho Bpeclos 
may bo carried on with tho least pos- 
sible expenditure of care and energy 
on tho part of the parents, while they 
evidently ignoro tho fact that that 
method^ obstinately pcralatcd In, has 
left them hopeloaaly behind In tho race 
for life. This bird Is tho Australian 
brush turkey (TalegoUa lathoml). 
When It becomes Imperative that na- 
ture's annual tribute should bo paid, 
this bird, knowing nothing of tho 
blessed word "co-operation," yet acta 
upon it. Two or more fcmoloa, and 
perchanco an unusually good-natured 
mole, start throwing dirt with their 
feet, which aro of enormous bIzo. 
Working with an energy worthy of a 
better cauao, they aoon create an cnor- 
moua head of aoll and decaying vege- 
tation. Camping out for a few days 
on tho spot, tho tlreaomo taak la aoon 
completed. Then tho bored femalca 
Bcrapo a hole In tho center of tho 
heap and between them deposit about 
a -acoro or so eggB. This done, tho 
hole Is covered up and thoy are — 
freo! Tho only care thoy aeom to 
take for tho well-being If tho brats 
that are to be is that when laying, 
thoy contrive to leave tho egg with 
Ita largo end downwards. 

A gardener was onco asked why ho 
nlwayB pulled the barrow after him. 
Ho replied:* "Because I 'atcs the sight 
of It." And, apparently, for similar 
reasons, tho mound-bird, in building 
ita unlovely nursery, throws tho earth 
behind it. Sooner or later, however, 
a mound, aomo bIx feet high, and' 
twelve or fourteen yards In circumfer- 
ence, la raised. The rotting lea'vea, 
embedded 'In leaf-mold, soon bogln to 
ferment, and with this tho process of 
Incubation begins. Now, nesting birds, 
ea everybody knows, require a tremea-

doua lot ot feeding and nursing; and 
the megapodcs seem to havo taken 
particular care, therefore, that thla 
should not bo tho coso with their 
youngsters. Why should their fino in- 
tellects bo wasted In catering for 
aqueaklng nestlings? And bo thoy 
found a way ouL That waa by lay- 
ing enormous eggs contalnliTg enough 
food to tldo over tho whole of thla try- 
ing period. Accordingly, tho young 
megopode battens on hla food yolk, 
and grows and sheda bis nestling 
down, and develops his first suit of 
feathers while stIU within tho walls 
of hlB ivory cradlo. When, at last, by 
moans ot his "egg-teeth" he cuts tho 
root of his cot and wriggles out, he 
llnds himself la a warm, reeking bed 
ot mold. And liere, ior a few hours 
mpro, ho rests' quietly, thinking out 
hla next move. Thla Is to wrlgglo 
out So soon as this la done his quill* 
Bheaths pool off, and lo, presto! ho 
can not only run, but fly alone. And 
baying never known his parents, lie 
never, pines forthora, but forthwith 
proceeds to oxploro the world and 
grow big.

Herd of Infuriated Bulla Held Their 

Ovi/n In Combat With Matter- 
, piece of Man. 



8clentlflc Inetrumenta Have Made It 
a Matter of Absolute Mathe- 
matical Preclalon. 

P€w people really understand^ how 
'rain Is meaaured. Wo often vead In 
tho newspaper that so many Inches 
of rain havo fallen during a certain 
period, but It la dimcult to realize 
what an Inch of It actually means. 
The British Rainfall association have 
yeara' records of rainfalls In all parts 
of tho United Kingdom. They have 
reports from several thousand sta- 
tions, which are sent In by people 
who "work" the businesa as a kind 
of hobby. There are several wooden 
structures now. In use for measuring 
rain, and these are known as 
"gauges." The moat skillful la a con- 
trivance with a funnel at the top, 
through which the water passes Into 
a cup-recelveiC The weight of the 
rain automatically worka a pencil. 
This marks on a sheet of paper wound 
round a cylinder, and when It has 
marked la this fashion two-tenths o( 
an Inph. the cup tilts over and emptlea 
the contenta. The pencil returns to 
Its former position, and the same little 
device Is repeated Incessantly until the 
rain ceases to fall, while the pencil 
continues to register oh the paper 
attached. 



At a point on the railway line be- 
tween Mirabel and Canaveral, on the 
Spanish aide of the boundary iln« be- 
tween Spain and Portugal, there once 
occurred an odd sort of bullfight.

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Making Artificial Diamonds. 
Tho minute artlflclal diamonds of 
Molasan were produced by causing 
the carbon of molten Iron to crystal- 
llze out under great pressure. A 
Rerlln chemist, Dr. W. von DoUon, 
now uses coal gas, or other gaseous 
carbon compound, and on decompos- 
ing it by the action of mercury vapor 
obtains carbon both In the amorphous 
form and aa diamond dust. By Intro- 
ducing a diamond chip as a nucleus 
or mother crystal, it Is expected a 
diamond growth of appreciable size 
can be brought about. Jn the experl- 
ment made, tho mercury was supplied 
by sodium amalgam, which was placed 
In a long testing tube under a coating 
of water-glass solution and amorphous 
diamond dust, and the tube was kept 
at 100 degrees C. while a slow cur- 
rent of coal gas was passed through 
for one month. The brilliant crystals 
formed, too small for analysis, burned 
in oxygen like diamonds.
